REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of prior art teaches an audio speaker device for generating an audio medium stream 
representing audio data comprising a chamber that comprises chamber walls lying opposite one 
another and at least one medium opening for the audio medium stream, a diaphragm to generate 
the audio medium stream and an audio driver circuit, as specifically claimed in claim 1, wherein 
the diaphragm is arranged substantially untensioned in the chamber between the chamber walls 
in an inactive operating state of the device, and wherein the audio driver circuit is responsive to 
electrical drive signals corresponding to the audio data for driving the diaphragm to impose a 
deformation on the diaphragm via mechanical tension to generate audible sound corresponding 
to the audio data in an active operating state of the device. 

None of prior art teaches an audio speaker device for generating a medium stream 
including sound waves comprising a chamber that comprises chamber walls lying opposite one 
another and at least one medium opening therebetween for passing the medium stream, a 
diaphragm extending laterally between the opposing chamber walls, the diaphragm to generate 
audio, corresponding to the sound waves from the medium sfream, and elecfrodes on each of the 
opposing chamber walls, as specifically claimed in claim 24, wherein the diaphragm is arranged 
substantially untensioned in the chamber between the chamber walls in an inactive operating 
state of the device, and wherein the electrodes on the chamber walls are responsive to electrical 
drive signals by imposing a deformation on the diaphragm in an active operating state of the 
device, during which deformation the diaphragm has an inner mechanical tension, and the 
deformation causing fluid flow in the chamber in a direction that is about parallel to the chamber

walls to generate sound corresponding to the sound waves from the medium stream, that is 
audible by a human ear.
